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| Rules and DireCtions to be obſerved by the W are-houſe-keeper > and by the ſeverall 


Officers of the Cuſtomes,and others that ſhall make any ſtay or ſeizures,or demiſcs of any Goods or Merchandizes 
for Cuſtome-cauſes within the Port of Lender. 


Fo 'Hat all Officers or others that make any ſeizures of any Goods prohibited, or for Cuſtome-caulſes, doe forthwith 
after the ſeizing of them bring them into the States publike Ware-houſe neere the Cuſtome-houle, there to be 


kept untill the Commiſſioners ſhall give order for the delivery of them. 
2. That the ſeveral! Officers reſpeQtively that ſhall make any ſtay, ſeizure, or demiſe of any Goods or Merchandize as 


prohibited,or for Cuſtome-cauſes,if it be in the forenoon,doe forthwith repaire to Mr. Walter Sankey Regilter of the ſci- 
zures,and Sollicitor for Cuſtome-cauſes, and cnter the ſame with him;and it it be in the afternoon,and that the ſaid Regi- 


ſter be not at the Cuſtome-houle, then the ſaid Officers to enter the ſame with him the next day in the forenoon. 

3. That the ſaid Officers ſhall within the (ime aforſaid acquaint the Commiſſioners of the Cuftomes, or ſome of them, 
with ſuch ſtay,ſeizure,or demiſe of Goods, and receive their directions concerning the lame. 

4. That if the Commiſſioners or any of them give direction for proſecuting of the ſame in the Exchequer, then the ſaid 
Ofhtcer or Officers to give inſtructions to the ſaid Mr. Saxkey their Solicitor tor the exhibiting of an Information, as the 


cale ſhall require, 
5. Thatifthe Proprietor or Proprictors, of any ſuch Goods ſeized, &c. ſhall procure a Licence to compound for the 


ſame, then the Officer before he treate or compound for the ſame Gy0ds, doe procure the ſame to be apprized by ver- 
tue ofa Writ of apprizement out of the Exchequer, which the ſaid Sollicitor is hereby required to procure at the requeſt 
and charge of the ſaid Officer, as ſoon as may be; andthe ſaid Goods being apprized, that the ſaid Officer bring the ſaid 
Vrit and Indenture of Apprizement to the Regiſter, to be by him regiltred in a Booke kept for that purpole. 


6. That no Officer conclude any compoſition for ſeizures without direGion from the Commillioners, 
7. That every ofticer that ſhall make any compoſition ſhall include in his oath upon the ſame Licenſe in one intire ſum 


what money he taketh either for compoſition or ;other charges. 
8. That compoſition being made, the officer returne his Licence upon oath into the Exchequer, and cauſe the ſame to 


be entred there within two dayes after ſuch compoſition made. 
9. That the ſaid Licencebeing fo entred in the Exchequer, the ſaid officer doc within 24 hours bring itto the ſaid Re- 


oiſter, tobe entred into a Book to that purpole. 

x0. That the officer having made his compoſition doe not ſuffer the Goods compounded for to be delivered,untill the 
Proprietor have procured his Fine to be rated, and the monies thereby due to the State robe payd to the Caſhier generall, 
nor untill the Cuſtomes be payd for the ſame, with ſuch other monies as are due for charges in the Exchequer by reaſon of 
the ſame ſuit, which monies for the charges are to be payd to the ſaid Sollicitor for diſcharge therof, and that therupon it 
be ſignified unto them by a note in writing under the hand of the ſaid Mr, Sankey that the Commiſſioners have ordered 
that ſuch Goods be deliyered: 

3 1.To this end the Warchouſe-keeper is required to take ſpeciall notice of what Goods are committed to his keeping 
which are ſeized, the officer acquainting him therewith at the bringing them into the Warehouſe ; and the ſaid Ware- 
houſe-keeper is required not to deliver, nor ſuffer theſameiGoods,nor any part thereof to be delivered, notwithſtanding 
any ufuall Warrant come to him for that purpoſe, untill hebe certified from the Commiſfioners by their ſaid Regiſter that 


thoſe Goods are to be delivered by order of the Commiſſioners. 
- 12. That when any Goods ſeized be condemned in the Exchequer, the officer that is to have the benefit thereof, doe 
within twelve dayes after ſuch condemnation enrolled in the Exchequer, and certified unto him by the ſaid Regiſter, pay 


the moyety due to the State(according as they are apprized unto the Caſhier-generall,and doe alſo within the time limi- 
red pay to Mr. Sankey ſuch monics asare due in the Exchequer for the charges ofthe ſuit and condemnation. 


12. That no officer of the Cuſtomes deliver any Goods by vertue of any Writ of delivery, without the direQion of the 


Commiſſioners ſignified by their Rage: | 
14. And that all perſons making ſeizures before diſpoſition be by them made of any part of the Goods and Merchan- 


dizes] by them ſeized, doe repatre to the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtomes to know whether they will take the Common- 


wealths part in kindor not.
